Mr. Lewis 
announced that he was in the race to the 
finish—to win or to lose. He said he was 
out in the interest of no candidate, but 
Was out purely because he wanted to go 
to the United States senate. 

Following Mis announcement for the sen- 
ate made in yesterday’s paper, Hon. Steve 
Clay opened headquarters yesterday morn- 
ing at the Kimball. Mr. Clay entered the 
race in earnest, estabushing his headquar- 
ters in rooms 114-116.

Governor Atkinson was both at the Kim- 
ball and at his office during the day. His 
heaquarters are in rooms 107-109 Kimball. 
He and his friends continued to be aciive 
yesterday. 

Hon. Evan Howell and his friends con- 
tinued their vigorous campaign during the 
day and the captain’s headquarters in 
rooms 108-110 were thronged. 

Colonel Robertson and his friends con- 
tinued their activities, and were confident 
they were making a winning fight.

A Proposition from Macon. 

Macon, Ga., October 28, 1896.—To the Peo- 
ple of the State of Georgia: I will concede 
that the proposition I wish to submit will 
probably have but little, if any, effect upon 
the Ping og pot, which now appears to be 
seething in Atlanta, My proposition I de- 
Sire, however, to be mainly considered by 
the general assembly of this state, who will 
Shortly select some one to represent the 
State in the senate of the United States. 
It is well understood that the people of 
Georgia have just emerged from a camt- 
paign which shook the country from the 
mountains to the seaboard. Had it not 
been for the loyalty of the people of this 
state to the party defeat would have been 
inevitable. We elected Governor Atkinson 
in good faith, and after a hard struggle; 
now is it right that his ‘‘vaulting ambi- 
tion” should so far “‘o’'erleap’’ itself that 
he should be now willing and the princi- 
pal actor in precipitating the state into 
a campaign which in all probability will 
be as pernicious in its influence as the 
one just closed? The people need a rest 
from elections, and Governor Atkinson owes 
it to the people of the state to complete 
the term to which he was elected. An 
election for governor will, it is estimated, 
cost the state not less than $60,000. Our 
coffers are not so full as would authorize 
this vast expenditure to gratify the person- 
al ambition of any man. it has been 
scarcely a year since Governor Atkinson 
(so it was reported) declined to resign his 
present position to accept an office which

EDGERTON REPLIES TO WATSON 


Secretary of Populist Committee Does 
Not Get Butler’s Mail. 


CONGRESSMEN DO NOT PAY BILLS QUICKLY 


Letters Addressed to Senators and 
Representatives Often Held for 
a Stamp or Two. 


Washington, October 29.—The mystery of 
the Watson letter is not yet quite cleared 


up. The res sibility for the delay, how- 
ever, has bee shouldered by Postmaster 
fr. Dobbins says he neg- 
lected to send to the city postoffice to see 
if there was any mail for senators held 
there for postage until he received a let- 
ter from Senator Butler asking him if he 
had seen anything of the missing letter 
from the populist candidate for vice pres- 
ident. 

Secretary Edgerton, of the national pop- 
ulist committee, replying to Mr. Watson's 
statement that he (Edgerton) could explain 
the delay in the delivery to Senator But- 
ler of the missing letter of acceptance, 
Said: 

“The only reply I have to make to that 
Statement is to oppose to it the testimony 
of the senate postmaster that neither the 
personal nor the Official mail of Senator 
Butler is delivered to me. I never saw Mr. 
Watson's Ietter until Monday morning last 
when Senator Butler called me up to his 
house and read it 1w me. 

‘‘No,’’ he said in reply to a question, “I 
have no copy of the letter to make public 
nor am I authorized to state the substance 
of its contents. Senator Butler told me he 
received the letter on Saturday night last.” 

This date being arcepted as correctly 
stating when the letter reached Senator 
Butler, the mYstery surrounding the non- 
delivery of the document. still remains 
partly unexplained, *nasmuch as twice 
subsequent to that time Senator Butler 
told representatives of the Southern As-

NEEDS ONE MILLION 


Mr. Thomas P. Ryan Has Not Succeeded 
In Raising the Cash. 


SEABOARD DEAL HANGING FIRE 


The Syndicate Insists on Getting All 


the Cash Before Transferring the 
Stock to the Purchasers. 


Baltimore, October 29.—A little of the in- 
side ‘history of the deal for the sale of 


the Seaboard and Roanoke railroad to the 
syndicate headed by Thomas F. Ryan, of 
New York, came to light this morning. It 
explains the delay in the consummation 
of the deal and disposes of many absurd 
rumors which have been freely circulated. 

When a controlling interest in the stock 
was negotiated for just previous to the 
annual meeting at Portsmouth, Va., some 
weeks ago, it was supposed that the deal 
would be closed up in a few days. A good 
round sum was paid in cash as a guaran-

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sociated Press that he had not been yet 
placed in possession of the letter. 

Delays in the delivery of insufficiently 
stamped communications to senators and 
representatives in congress are by no 
means unusual. They arise generally 
from laxity of business methods on the 
part of the congressmen themselves in 
the matter of small dues and charges. In- 
sufficienly stamped letters to senators and 
representatives are held at the city post- 
Office until the senator or house post- 
master sends the amount of shortage.: 

The senate and house postmdsters, ow- 
ang to their inability to collect these 
amounts from the members, especially in 
recess, are in no hurry to advance the 
amounts due and this may be the expla- 
nation why Mr. Watson's letter to Sena- 
tor Butler, being a stamp or two deficient, 
may have lain in the Washington post- 
office eight days after its arrival here. 

Nevertheless there seems to be much in 
the incident which has not yet been satis- 
factorily cleared up. 


BOSS BUCK SUPPORTS MILLIKEN. 


Republicans in the Eleventh Told to 
Vote for Populist Candidate. 
Brunswick, Ga., October 29.—(Special.)— 
‘*Boss’’ Buck has distributed a circular 
throughout the eleventh congressional dis- 
trict urging all republicans to vote for Mil- 
liken for congress. He ignores the republi- 
can candidate in the district, S. M. Griffin, 
of Quitman. He also ignores the fact that 
the district executive of the republican 
party that recently met at Jesup refused to 
indorse Milliken. His course is, the highest 
evidence of ‘‘bossism’’ ever attempted here, 
and many republicans openly rebel at it. 
This circular calls attention to the charge 
of fusion between republicans and pop- 
ulists. When the populist electoral ticket 
was withdrawn in Atlanta a few days ago 
attention -was then called to a supposed 
trade. Republican tickets with Milliken's 
name for congress are appearing all over 
the district. This seems to confirm the 
charge that populists are expected to vote 
for McKinley and republicans for Milliken. 
The goods cannot be delivered by. either 
side, but it is well for democrats all over

the present directory of the Seaboard com- 


pany. 

It appears, however, that when the final 
payment, which represented something like 
around million dollars, became due, the 
purchasers were not ready with the cash. 
They found that in the present unsettled 
state of the money market the - required 
sum was. net so easy to raise. They offer- 
ed, it is understood, to pay half the 
amount in cash and asked for time on the 
remainder. To this proposition Louis Mc- 
Lane, who is representing the pooling com- 
mittee in the deal, declined to assent, and 
the purchasers returned to New York to 
100k for more ready money. In the mean- 
time they secured an extension of time on 
the whole transaction. Thus the matter 
now stands, Mr. McLane insisting that the 
whole amount must be paid in cash before 
the pooling stock is turned over to the 
Ryan syndicate. In this pool there is the 
original 4,000 shares and enough additional 
to make, with the 2,700 shares secured by 
General Gill, over 9,000 shares. Owing to 
the peculiar voting privileges for which 
the charter of the company provides, a 
big majority of the total issue is necessa- 
ry to a complete control. 

This charter, which is one of the oldest 
in the country, scales tha vote so that 


up to a certain number. Beyond this the 
number of votes is scaled, the proportion 
depending upon the size of the holding. 
This provision was put in the 
with a view to protecting minority inter- 


ests. 
McLane Outbids Gill. 

Mr. McLane has issued a circular ad- 
vising stockholders to pool their stock 
with the committee of which he I!s the 
head. It is not stated what price those 
who pool their stock wll receive, but it 
will probably be something in the neigh- 
porhood of $125. This will be $25 more 
per share than was received by those who 
joined with General Gill. in selling their 
stock at par. 

Meanwhile the air is filled with rumors 
that the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company is after the Seaboard system, de- 
siring it for an outlet to the sea. Should 
this be true, it would not be improbable 
for the Ryan syndicate to sell to this com- 
pany. The ownership of this line by the 
Louisville and Nashville would practically 
complete the latter system by giving it an 
entrance to the northern seaports. 

Should the property pass into the hands 
of the Louisville and Nashville the war 
ef rates would be permanently ended, and 
that line’s rivalry with the Southern would 
be much more friendly than has been the 
rivalry between the Southern and the 
Seaboard. In any event, rates will be re- 
stored on the bay and the two steamer 
lines will be consolidated and operated 
under a single management. 

It is not believed that there will be any 
further developments in the Seaboard af- 
fair until the latter part of rext week. 

Every one, of course, understands that 
the difficulty wh‘ich Mr. Ryan is experi- 
encing in raising the necessary funds is 
due to the uneasiness in Wall street. New 


‘Yorkers seem to be afraid that something 


may happen about election time that will 
shake things up financially. Mr. Ryan 
could ordinarily raise the money with 
ease. General Thomas, one. of his asso- 
clates in this deal. is Said to be worth 
$20,000,000, but for the next few days money 
may be hard to get. This condition exists 
on the eve of every national election and 
it always disappears two or three days 
after an election. This situation of the 

market is no new thing.

Although Mrs. Westmoreland had been 
in ill health for many months, her death 
was not expected, and the announcentent 
Will cause. surprise and sorrow to a host 
of. friends, who loved and admired her.

TIE TRUS? BREAKS 


Western Competition Forces the Prices 
Down Several N Notches. 


CHEAP TIES ‘NOW FOR SALE 


ey Rigs 
Relief to the Varmers Comes Late. 
Many Will Take Advantage 
of the Price. 


The high price of the trust tie has at 
last been breken and cotton ties can now 
be obtained at a greatly reduced price. 

The price was broken by the fact that a 
western concern has begun the manufac- 
tory of tne same ties and are selling them 
at a lower price than that demanded by 
the trust. The trust met the new price, 
and this has «avsed the new, ties to be 
cheaper now than before. 

The tie trust has been fought all summer 
by the commissioner of agriculture and by 
the farmers throvghout the state. New ties 
were invented but they failed to take the 
place of the trust ties, and the old price 
continued to hold sway. Late in the sea- 
son a tie that could take the place of the 
trust tie was invented, but its lateness 


caused it to te of little use. 

Mr. Frank Davies, confidential man to 
Mr. W. W. Bierce, of New Orleans, who 
has broken the trust price, was in the 
city yesterday and was asked about the 
matter of causing the trust to reduce its 
price on cotton ties. 

“Yes,’"’ sald Mr. Davies, at the Aragon, 
‘“Mr, William W. Bierce, of New Orleans, 
has broken the high prices of cotton ties, 
Mr. Bierce manufactures cotton com- 


presses and comes in contact with the 
cotton trade. Early in the season his cor- 
respondance was €ooded with requests 
for cotton ties at reasonable prices, and 
finding all the eastern manufacturers were 
combined and all quoting the same price, or 
quoting no price at all until all last year’s 
stocks were exhausted, he set about to 
find some one who would go into the busi- 
ress with him. And it was no easy task, 
either. The making of cotton ties Is big 
business to undertake, takes a very ex- 
tensive mill, but the Illinois Steel Company 
with their thirty millions of capital ex- 
pressed themselves as anxious and — 
to go into the market. 

“The bagging trust of a couple of years 
since is still fresh in the minds of the 
farmers, but had no comparison to the 
enormity of the trust that has recently 
forcéd the farmer to pay exhorbitant prices 
for his requirements, 

“Why, the first day Mr. Bierce went upon 
the market the trust reduced their price 30 
cents. The trust was forcing prices 
higher and holding thefr stocks until there 
Were no outside tles to be had, and then 
proposed, and it was no open secret, either, 
to force their prices to $1.50. 

“We realize fully, as well as anybody, 


‘that we are late getting into the market 


for this season, but it is better to remedy 
existing evils no matter how late the 
change may take place. 

“The farmers have a hard enough time 
now to live without being compelled to 
pay more for an article than it fs ac- 
tually worth, as they have been doing in 
the case of the cotton ties, 

“And not only this,’’ continued Mr. Da- 
vies, ‘‘but the trust {in a great many of the 
cotton states were compelling the farmer 
to buy his bagging from them, otherwise 
they could get no ties, and this is the 
cause of the wire tie agitation. 

In reply to an inquiry as to whether he 
believed the trust had profited much by 
its big advance, Mr. Davies sald: 

“T don’t believe they have. You see they 
have been ‘compelled to pay exhorbitant 
premiums to subsidize mills and keep them 
out of the business.’”’ 

Mr. Davies was* somewhat slow in an- 
swering the question as to whether tha 
Illinois Steel Company was not approached 
with a view to keeping them out of the 
market, but the farmer can feel pardoned 
for believing they were, and the effort did 
not succeed. 

“It is only another case of the south and 
west joining hands and making themselves 
entirely independent of the east, and. the 
farmer, the cotton factor, the buyer and 
the shipper can feel assured that the IIhi- 
nois Steel Company and Mr. Bierce are 
in the business to stay. The active vam- 
paign which we have begun we shall push 
to the utmost of our ability. We are not 
easily daunted, and this time we are more 
tetermined than ever.

TRADE IS AGREED TO. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE AGREES TO 
TRADE CITY’S LOT. 


State and City May Transfer Wall 
Street and the Triangle Lot for 
* All Time, Each to the Other. 


The special committee in charge of the 
matter will recommend to the council that 
the strip of land occupied by railroad 
tracks between Whitehal! and Pryor 
strects, known as the city’s triangular lot, 
be transferred to the state of Georgia. 

A meeting of the committee was he'd 
Wednesday afternoon and a report agreed 
upon. The report is that submitted to the 
council at its last meeting, which is an 
agreement upon the part of the state that 
the lot shall always be used for railroad 
purposes. If at any time the property is 
abandcned as railroad property, it then 
reverts to the city for street purposes. 

The consideration of the. trade is the 
deeding to the city by the state of all that 
property now occupied as Wall street. 

There was a spirited discussion on the 
matter between Colonel Albert Howell, 
chairman of.the special committee, and 
Mr. W. A. Wimbish, special attorney for 
the state in matters affecting the interests 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad. 

Judge R. T. Dotsey and ex-Governor Mc- 
Daniel were before the committee to oppose 
Both made arguments on the 


matter. 

Messrs. Howell, Inman, Miller, Culberson 
and Dimmock, of the special committee, 
were present. 

The committee voted unanimously ‘to con- 
sent tq the trade on the ground that the 
agreement has been made by several pre- 
ceding councils and because the city had 
no property adjoining that in question 
which could be used as an inlet or outlet 
to the strip, putting the propesty at a dis- 
advantage even should the city desire to 
maintain possession of it. 

The city will secure a clear title to Wall 
street from the state if the trade is con- 
summated.
